Mrs. A. F. Hopson, an active 
worker in the local Garden 
Club was guest speaker on Tues- 
day morning's radio broadcast.

Mrs. Hopson chose as her 
topic "This Is An Adventure 
Into the Lands, History and Ro- 
mance Of Spices." She had this 
to say "There is glamour in the 
very thought of spices. We 
think of romance, adventure, 
exploration, wars and conquests, 
which are all bound up in spice 
history. Spices were the con- 
tributing cauge for the discovery, 
of America; also for the discov- 
ery for a passage around the| 
Cape of Good Hope, and for jhe 
colonizing of the East Indies by 
the Portuguese and Dutch." 

"The United States imports 
more spices than any other 
country." 

"Pepper was first mentioned 
as a demanded tribute by Greek 
writers and Roman historians. 
It gave Venice and Genoa much| 
of their amazing wealth. It is| 
mentioned in the poems of the| 
ancient Hindu. Pepper is found 
in India, its native home Malay, 
Peninsula, Sumatra, Java, East 
Indies, some parts of the United 
States and other countries, It 
is the fruit of a vine and the 
only spice growing on a vine. 
There is a black and white pep- 
per, the white being the black 
with the outer black hull re- 
moved on the market. The white 
pepper is not as aromatic nor as 
pleasing in flavor as the black 
but more pleasing ‘in appear- 
ance." 

"Allspice was so called be- 
cause it seems to taste like the 
blend of cloves, cinnamon and 
mace.
